4. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Kim. 

Note Fig. 1, where the recited "logic circuit" reads on AND 
gate 18; the recited "stop signal' 7 reads on "HALT; the recited 
"reference voltage generation circuit" reads on circuit 16 (the 
signal LVD is a type of "reference voltage" using the broadest 
reasonable interpretation) ; the recited power supply voltage is 
VDD; the recited "first switching circuit" is FET MN1; the 
recited "start signal generation circuit" reads on flip-flop 12 
(it outputs a start signal at terminal Q which turns on FET MN1 
when it is changed to the high logic state) ; and the recited 
"second switching circuit" is delay 14 (note that it includes 
switching elements to perform the delay function, and that it 
responds to the start signal output from flip-flop 12) . 

5. In view of the above-noted new grounds of rejection, not 
necessitated by amendments by applicant, this office action is 
non-final .
